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that he may draw up a Stone f or a Roll of Sheet- 
Lead, or any other, fech Weight to the Top of an 
Houlewirh a Tackle of Five (becaufe this would 
feem feasible from mechanical Principles ) will find 
himfelf miftaken on account of the Fridion f which 
will not be furmounted without an additional Force 
of fifty Pounds,
